The old mill stonee tre all b eiog tak- 


en out »nd n«w it«el rollers ire §ubsti- 
tutod in their plicae. Wh«at, bj tfat 
new process of floor mtking, to not 
ground, it is cracked. It passes through 
live seta of rollers, each aat closer than 
the former. These rollers are thirty 
inches long and ten inches in diameter. 
After passing between eaeh wt of rollers 
it is "bolted" or lifted through cloth. 
The last rollers have hardly anything 
but wheat hulk and the waxy germs 
which do not crackjup but tmaah togeth- 
er. So flour is now cracked and disinte- 
grated without grinding. The first roll- 
ers crack the kernels of wheat into, say 
til pieces. The starch mbstance which 
rattles out drops through the 
cloth 


sieres or bolting clothi, 


1 Uese sii pieces are broken between 


the next rollers into thirty-six pieces. 
'f lien the white starch crumb* are sifted 
out again, and the thirty-six pieces are 
passed between 
still tighter rollers, 


whicli crack them into 216 piece*; aa 
other eet of rollers screwed together with 
tremendous pressure makes 7,776 pieces. 
1'be scientific miller says a grain of 
wheat is nually cracked into 7,770 pie- 
ces without being ground at all. This 
in tbe Hungarian process. The germ of 
the kernel of wheat is a waxy substance 
not fit to eat. Between stones, this 
germ grinds into the flour and damages 
it. by the new process of the Hungari- 
an rollers the germ is flattened put, and 
it is bolted out. 
Howercr, it is finally 


ground up with the debris on stones (o

A KEW 15,000 CHURCH. 


Dedicated to the Worship of God by the 


German Lutheran Congregation on 


Sunday Last. 


Sunday will pass into history as a 


memorable day in the recollection of the 
German Lutheran congregation of this 
city. Their new and imposing brick 
house of worship on West Wood street 
was dedicated on that day with appropri- 
ate impressive ceremonies befitting the 
day and occasion. 


The first service of the day was held at 


9:30 a. m. in the old building, where a 
farewell sermon was delivered to a fair 
congregation by the pastor of the charge, 
Bev. Geo. Landgraf, 
At the conclusion 


of this early service, the pastor and con- 
gregation proceeded to the new edifice, 
where the exercises opened with singing 
and prayer. Rev. Mr. Baettlcher, of Mt. 
Palaski, delivered a sermon in German 
at 10:30 a. a., and at 2:30 p. m. Rev. C. 
Bruner, of Champaign, also spoke in Ger- 
man. 
The evening service was com- 


menced at 7:30 o'clock, when Rev. Mr. 
Zahm, of NokomiB, III., delivered a pow- 
erful discourse in English. The forenoon 
and evening services were very largely at- 
tended, 1mt at 2:30 o'clock the room was 
.not more than two-thirds filled. We gave 
a description of the edifice in our issue of 
the 18th inst. The estimated cost of the 
church is between $5,000 and $6,000, and 
nearly the whole amount has been secur- 
ed by subscription and payments in cash.
